WHAT IS THE SABBATH? 


“LET NO MAN THEREFORE JUDGE YOU IN MEAT, OR IN DRINK, OR IN RESPECT OF AN 
HOLY DAY, OR OF THE NEW MOON, OR OF THE SABBATH DAYS” (COLOSSIANS 2:16) 


[Beloved,] blessed be God, we have a perpetual Sabbath in the person 
and work of Christ. See how Paul states this in Hebrews 4:9, “There 
remaineth therefore a rest to the people of God.” While every other rest is 
disturbed—this rest in Christ remaineth ever the same.
